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4 RULES FOR THE DAY OF ATONEMENT. 


Before »73 55 it is proper, nay, it is a duty incumbent on 
every man, that has offended his neighbour, in either word, or 
deed, to crave his pardon, and forgiveneſs : for, although we 
firmly believe, that by a ſincere repentance, and return from our 
evil ways, we may be cleanſed from fin, and pardoned on the 
day of atonement, yet, that is meant of ſuch fins only, as man 
is guilty of immediately againſt his Maker, by the tranſgreſſion 
of his — and commandments: (ſee Meſechoth Yomo) but 
where one man has injured another, there can be no hope of 
pardon, (ſay our Rabbins) till ſuch time as the offending pa 
has endeavoured to obtain pardon, and reconciliation; either by 
humbling himſelf, or making reſtitution to the party offended: 
for how prepoſterous muſt it be for man to expect forgiveneſs 
from the Almighty, while he holds faſt by the tranſgreſſion; 
i. e. keeps back that, of which he has wronged his neighbour ? 
If any man then has injured another in any manner, he muſt 
beg his forgiveneſs: and if he will not be reconciled on his firſt 
application, he ſhould take three perſons with him, and go to 
him again: and if he will ſtill not forgive him, he muſt take 
ten perſons with him, and in their preſence declare as follows, 
« Gentlemen, I have wronged this perſon, for which, I now 
implore his pardon, and forgiveneſs.” If he till refuſes to 
pardon him, then, no doubt, God who has ſeen his humiliation, 
will have mercy on him, and pardon him: but this, ſeldom 
happens; for as they are of a human diſpoſition, they general! 
forgive each other: and if we duly conſider the oy 4 we 
find, that in ſtrict propriety, it ought to be ſo; for how can 
we expect that God will forgive us our manifold fins, if we 
refuſe to pardon our neighbour for but one.
